levees, nnd the Indications are that 
the loss figures will double the amount 
already suffered by the fanners, resi­ 
dents nnd manufacturers along the 
line of the flood. 
All the rivers already affected by 
the spring freshets continue to rise, 
and no relief seems to be In sight for 
the thousands made homeless by the 
floods.

v elt.
